> §. 8. COMMITTER’S REPURT. 


Your Committee feels no little diffidence in preparing this report» 
and asks pardon at the commencement for the inefficient manner iD 
which the duties of this office ‘have been performed, for it is no light 
task to assume the responsibilities, and faithfully to perform the 
duties of Superintending School Committee, of even the smallest 
town, for much is depending on them in regard to the prosperity of 
our common schools. Most of the schools for the past year have 
been conducted by very able and successful teachers. It should be 
remembered that two schools may present very different appearances 
and yet possess nearly equal excellence, for where different teachers 
are employed, it must be expected that different methods will be 
pursued, and different degress of success be attained. Let parents 
ever remember, that it would be a light task for teachers to maintain 
good order in schools, and I think there would be but little, if any 
necessity of finding fault with the manner of government, or method 
of instruction, or the general management of school, if children were 
always taught to be obedient at home. The instructions of the 
school room are very impressive, therefore if our common schools are 
properly guarded and protected by the citizens, and supplied with 
teachers who know their duties and perform them faithfully, the 
principles of piety and justice will be impressed upon the minds of 
the young, and they will be led into an understanding of the ten- 
dency of such virtues, as will promote their future happiness. 
There is in many loealities, a want of earnestness, united effort, and 
deterimned zeal, in behalf of the cause of public education. Many 
look upon the support of schools as a necessity imposed on the peo- © 
ple, which must be patiently endured, instead of a privilege, which 
should be coveted and worked for with earnestness. I have known 
persons who were desirous of selling their farms when a new schooh 
house was very much needed, in order to avoid the payment of a 
small sum for its erection. But persons who wish to purchase farms 
are generally willing to pay for good school privileges, and all will 
agree that it isa waste of money to send children to schcol in un- 
comfortable or unpleasant houses. It is not money retained in the 
pocket, but property invested, that is a source of profit and happi- 
ness to the possessor. Our common schools are what we make 
them, or what we through our negligence allow them to. become, 
therefore we ought to be very generous in our dealings with them. 
A general interest has been manifested by most of the citizens of 
this town during the past year, in regard to the welfare of our 
schools, and we hope the time is not far distant, when none will be 
disposed to neglect any interest which might be manifested to con-

tinue the prosperity of them, knowing that they are the pride of the 
nation, and the chief corner stone of our liberties.
